Extracts from the autobiography follow: 


LEE B. EWING 
Attorney, political and civic leader of Nevada, Mo., who announced 
his

“I was born February 12, 1809, in 
Hardin County, Kentucky. 
My par­ 
ents were both born in Virginia of un­ 
distinguished families, second 
fami­ 
lies, I should say. 
My mother, 
who 
died in my tenth year, was of a fam ­ 
ily of the name of Hanks, some 
of 
whom now reside in Adams, and oth­ 
ers in Macoun County, Illinois. 
“My paternal grandfather, 
Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, emigrated from Rock­ 
ingham County, Virginia, to 
Ken­ 
tucky about 1781 or 1 <$2, where

by 
Indians, not in battle, but by stealth, 
when he was laboring to open a farm 
in the forest. 
“His ancestors, who were Quakers, 
went to Virginia from Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.

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Shanghai Pleasure City for Internation­ 
al Groups Who Dominate Its life 


By GeoTge S. Johns, Editor-in-Chief, 
Post-Dispatch 


N ext to Peking, which was the im­ 


perial city full of relics of the past 


glories of the dynasties, Shanghai is 


the most interesting city 
of 
China. 


East meets west in the international 
city, and it is a picturesque and color­ 
ful mixture. 
The representatives of 
all nations are gathered at this great 
port, one of the greatest in the world, 
to engage in business or to enjoy the 
varied sights and amusements which 
are provided by such a mixed popu­ 
lation. 
Chinese 
predominate, 
but 
there are English, Americans, Ger­ 
mans, 
French, 
Japanese— elements 
from practically all nations, concen­ 
trated within the boundaries of 
the 
French and international settlements. 
The traveler knows when he 
is 
approaching Shanghai on the Yellow 
Sea by the deepening color of 
the 
water, tinted by the vast flow of the 
water from the Yangszekiang and its 
tributaries. 
Entering the Whangpoo 
River, on which Shanghai is located, 
one finds on both sides of the river, 
which has been deepened and widen­ 
ed for 
commerce, 
factories, shops, 
business houses, banks, and a mass 
of shipping from every part of the 
world. 
He sees Chinese junks 
and 
sampans in great numbers, moored 
to wharves or moving in the stream. 
When the ship docks, the visitor 
is 
amazed by the view of the Bund, with 
its broad boulevard and the buildings 
skirting it. There are the great for­ 
eign banks and business houses, sky­ 
scrapers as compared with all other 
buildings. 
They are solid and 
im­ 
pressive. 
Along the Bund 
The Bund is a wide boulevard with 
a garden-like park between it and the 
docks. 
The sidewalk is packet! with 
men and women of all nations, and 
the boulevard 
with 
vehicles— rick­ 
shaws, 
automobiles, 
nearly 
every 
kind of transportation. 
There 
one 
views the Chinese Customhouse, the 
old German bank, the Russo-Asiatic 
bank, the Bank of Taiwan, the Bank 
of India, Australia 
and 
China; the 
Belgian and Dutch Bank, the 
Yogo- 
hama Specie Bank; the grounds and 
buildings of the British consulate, the 
Chinese postoffice, the Palace Hotel, 
and spacious office buildings housing 
foreign corporations. 
There also 
is 
the 
International Club, 
frequented 
by foreign business and professional 
men, boasting the longest bar in the 
world. 
It is very long, and at the 
sacred cocktail hours it is thronged 
with men, 
sometime 
three 
or four 
deep, with a small army of bartenders 
serving drinks. 
From the Bund run 
the main streets leading into the in­ 
terior of the city. 
Life is pleasant in the internation­ 
al city of Shanghai. 
It has an Orien­ 
tal savor, with Chinese servants, Chi­ 
nese chauffeurs, Chinese guides and 
Chinese stores everywhere off 
the 
Bund. 
The groups of foreigners have 
their circles. 
They are somewhat in­ 
termingled, particularly the 
British 
and Americans. 
They have their en­ 
tertainments, 
theatres, 
cabarets— 
every form of amusement, and they 
can vary their amusements with dips 
into the Chinese and Japanese 
re­ 
sorts. 
The White Russians, coming down 
through Manchuria, took refuge 
in 
large numbers 
in 
Shanghai. 
They 
have their own cabarets, restaurants 
and dance halls. 
They wore a prob­ 
lem for a while with the other for­ 
eign residents, because most of them 
were poverty-stricken and had to be 
cared for. 
But in the main they have 
found 
their place. 
The cabarets and 
dance halls are filled 
with Russian 
girls, many of excellent families, who 
found the easiest way to make a liv­ 
ing is to entertain visitors and dance 
with them for modest sums, encour­ 
aging them of course, to drink cham­ 
pagne and swell the profits of 
the 
proprietors. 
Shanghai’s Astor House 
The Astor House, where I stayed 
for ten days, returning to it several 
times in recent trips from Japan to 
the Phillippines, is a spacious modern 
hotel, with a long, wide lobby, bar, 
and large restaurant. 
It is a center 
of social activities among white for­ 
eigners. 
At lunch time and in 
the 
evening the lobby is thronged 
with 
men and women who gather in 
the 
lounges and at the tables for social 
converse. 
One has only to clasp one’s 
hands to find a Chinese servant at 
his elbow to take orders. 
There are 
gay dinner parties in 
the 
evening. 
There are other modern large hotels, 
the Palace, the Grand, and a sort of 
fam ily hotel in the suburbs with 
a 
very large dancing floor, with tables 
set on raised platforms around 
it. 
On certain evenings there are con­ 
certs by an excellent orchestra, and 
one may see the fashionables of the 


city enjoy themselves there. 
There 


are always numbers 
of 
uniformed 


army and naval officers, adding 
to 


the beauty and gaiety of the scene. 
The International Club is the center 
of social life mainly among the Brit­ 
ish and American elements. 


The Port of Shanghai is divided in­ 
to two settlem ents, the international 
and the French, each 
with its own 
government, but both enjoying speci­ 
al privileges such as extraterritorial­ 
ity, the right to try cases in 
their 
own courts, and the right of control. 
The international settlem ent covers 
5584 acres, extending along the wa­ 
terfront, the 
Bund, 
to the 
French 
settlement, which Contains about 2525 
acres. 
The total population of both 
settlem ents is over a million, but, 
of 
course, the foreign population is 
a 
small proportion of the total, num­ 
bering only about 
40,000, 
including 
the Japanese. 
The 
remainder 
are 
Chinese. 
The Chinese merchants and 
the rich Chinese think it safer to be 
within the protection of the foreign 
settlem ents. 
The city is filled with 
their stores and factories, and 
the 
residential section with their villas, 
some of them very spacious and at­ 
tractive. 


Racing Season Great Event 


The 
Nanking 
Road 
and its side 
streets is the main shopping district. 
One finds there large Chinese depart­ 
ment 
stores and 
shops, filled 
with 
silks, shawls, Chinese art 
work and 
every variety of Oriental goods. They 
are usualy thronged with customers, 
richly clad Chinese and foreign resi­ 
dents. 
There are 
some 
American 
shops interspersed with the Chinese, 
and a walk through these streets 
is 
interesting. 
A British street railway 
run along Nanking Road, and rick­ 
shaw’ men skurry along with 
their 
passengers, trotting in and out of the 
cross streets. 
At the end of this road 


and the polo club. 
The racing season 
is a great event. 
There are general­ 
ly two meetings a year. 
Huge sums 
in Chinese money change hands there, 
through the pari mutuel 
system 
or 
private betting. 
Driving out this swarming street 
one runs into 
Bubbling Well 
road, 
which winds in a crooked way like 
all Chinese roads, through the resi­ 
dential district. 
The devils and evil 
spirits, the Chinese think, can follow 
a straight road, 
but 
are 
lost in a 
crooked road. 
So, 
for 
protection, 
their roads are crooked, and one does 
not go straight into the front door 
of a Chinese dwelling but must 
go 
around a screen, which is presumed 
to protect the house from the devils. 
Along Bubbling W ell road, 
which 
by The way was first laid out by Chi­ 
nese Gordon in the Taiping rebellion, 
are handsome residences of Chinese 
and foreigners. 
A few streets away from Nanking 
road and running parallel with it is 
Foochow road, a street 
of 
amuse­ 
m ents with 
many 
restaurants and 
Chinese clubs, here and there a thea­ 
tre and native gambling houses. The 
Chinese will gamble. 
On 
Foochow 
road is the night life of the Chinese. 
In an 
alley 
running 
off 
it is the 
Thieves’ Market, where the organized 
thieves sell their loot. 
A feature of 
Chinese 
entertain­ 
ments is the sing-sing girl. 
In a Chi­ 
nese club or restaurant will be found 
a group of sing-sing 
girls, 
usually 
from Foochow, where they say 
the 
prettiest girls live. 
They come 
in 
and entertain the visitors with their 
songs. 
These girls are well dressed, 
well groomed and attractive 
from 
the Chinese standpoint. 
They con­ 
duct themselves with great propriety. 
They are under contract to 
Chinese 
bosses, who sell the prettiest of them 
to rich Chinese. 
The climate of Shanghai is mod­ 
erate, about the 
same 
as 
Central 
United States. 
Sometimes it is cold 
in winter and very hot in summer. 
When I was there the thermometer 
was around 100, and it was extreme­ 
ly sultry, due to the proximity of the 
sea and rivers. 
The well-to-do resi­ 
dents usually spend the hot season at 
are the racecourse, the cricket field, resorts on the seashore further north. 


The attractiveness of Shanghai* to 


foreigners is probably due to its Ori­ 


ental savor. 
They live in well furn­ 


ished apartments near the Bund or 
back in the city, frequently in attrac­ 
tive and retired villas, and have an 
abundance of Chinese servants whose 
services are very cheap. 
At one villa 
where I lunched with a man whose 
firm was in charge of the business of 
a large American corporation, 
the 
food was delicious, cooked by a Chi­ 
nese chef—they are expert 
cooks— 
served by a group of servants 
who 
supplied everything one could wish. 
The host clapped his hands, and 
a 
servant 
instantly 
responded. 
This 
makes life in time exceedingly 
at­ 
tractive. 
One finds Americans, Eng­ 
lish, or Germans, who go to Shanghai 
to spend two or 
three 
years 
and 
stay there. 
They prefer this 
easy 
life where one can live in luxury on 
modest means, to the rush and bustle 
of America particularly, or even 
of 
Europe. 
There is a sort of subconscious fear 
which now and then, at the outbreak 
of Chinese disorders, bandits or sol­ 
diers, rises to terror. A Chinese mob, 
soldiers, or bandits, loot cities they 
invade and are ruthless in 
greed, 
lust 
and 
brutality. 
Residents 
are 
well protected 
by Marines, and sol­ 
diery in the International settlement, 
British, 
American 
and 
Japanese 
mainly; and in the French city by 
Sengalese 
who 
guard 
the 
gates 
against the Chinese city of Shang­ 
hai, which is nearly as large as 
the 
International settlem ents. 
Of course 
that is an interesting sight for vis­ 
itors, with its narrow streets hardly 
wider than a sidewalk, each street 
named as a rule by the kind of shops 
or stores 
along 
it. 
There is 
the 
Jewelers’ Street, the 
Woodworkers’ 
Street, 
Ivory 
Carvers’ 
Street, the 
Fish Market, the 
Lane 
of Fortune 
Tellers 
and 
Soothsayers, 
the Bird 
Market—a 
Chinese 
must 
have his 
bird. 
Pig Alley, 
where 
the wood­ 
workers are, is a delight to the eye. 
One not only sees 
the 
carvers 
at 
work, but wonderful % specimens 
of 
their handicraft. 
Rickshaw Man’s Life Short 
One wonders how the Chinese, not 


only in the native city but in some 
parts of the international settlem ents, 


live. 
The m asses seem always to he 


on the 
verge 
of starvation. 
They 


come out of the narrow streets 
in 
swarms, 
suggesting 
human 
ants. 
The rickshaw men who run sometimes 
from morning till night, and into the 
night, have wonderful endurance, but 
the average life of the rickshaw man 
is put at six years. 
He succumbs, as 
a rule, to lung or heart trouble. 
Yet 
there is never any lack of them. They 
receive a pittance of 10 cents for an 
ordinary run. 
They will agree to be 
at your door early in the 
morning 


and stay there* to be 
used at 
your 
l 
convenience for 15 Chinese dollars a 


month, varying 
from 
$4 to $6 in 
American money. 
But it is a pleas­ 
ant way for the visitor to get around 
the city. 
The rickshaw man 
trots 
easily, and you have a view of every­ 
thing on every side. 
How they get! 
through the narrow streets is a won-, 
der, but they do, and in case of rain ( 
he encases you in a rubber cape and 
other protective devices, not always 
effectives 


The city is well policed 
by 
Sikhs 
from India, ex-British soldiers, ta ll,1 
stalwart fellows with 
long, 
bushy 


beards and masses of hair ooiled over 
their heads and covered with varieg­ 
ated turbans. 
They maintain 
strict 
order—and are particularly 
severe 
with the Chinese rickshaw men 
and 
others who violate any regulations.
